Toldo. July SI.—Tbo following dla- 
jjatch has been reccivod from the J a > 
^nese army headquarters: 


"Our independent cavalry which en- 
li^red Rykoff (on Sakhalin Island, 45 
lailee northeast of Port Due) July 27 
i/ithdrew on finding order in the city 
unfavorable to its occupation. 
Our 
army, intending to crush the enemy's 
forces before they retreated from the 
eminences west of Rykoff, commenced 
to advance at 3 a. m. of July 2S. The 
van. together with an 
independent 
body of cavalry, advanced by forced 
march, attacking and dislodging the 
enemy holding the northern extremity 
i>f RykofC and rushed into the town. 
Confused street 
fighting 
onsued, but 
the town was completely taken at 8.30 
o'clock in tlie morning. 


"The enemy's main strength, which 
opiK)sed our right column, fled in dis- 
order 
southward, taking 
the 
short 
route leading to Pareono. 


"On July 28 a detachment which 
was sent south in pursuit of the en- 
emy met the enemy's infantry, some 
800 strong, at a point six miles south 
of Rykoff and killed over 200 and cap- 
tured 500. 


"The enemy's strength opposed to 
our right column was of some 3000 
Infantry and four guns and four ma- 
chine guns, ana tliat opposed to our 
left column some 2000 infantry and 
four guns. 


"The enemy's loss in trophies Is un- 
der Investigation."

SICKLE KILLS A YOUNG MAN 


Flics Into His Throat From 
Emery 
Wheel While Being 8harpened. 


Hagerstown, Md., July 31. — While 
sharpening 
a 
grass 
sickle 
on 
an 
emi^ry wheel at the Crawford Automo- 
bile Works, John Shirley, aged 
22. 
was almost Instantly killed by 
the 
blade coming loose from the handle 
and striking him In the neck. 
The 
point entered his throat, severing the 
j'lght jugular vein. 


The flow of blood choked 
Shirley 
to death within two minutes, before 
medical aid could be brought to him. 
O. D. Shirley, a brother of the young 
man, was at the factory at tho time 
and saw his brother die. Shirley was 
a native of Virginia, and a crack shot 
of the Flrflf Maryland regiment. 
He 
lived with his brother and two sisters 
in the suburbs of the city. 


RATTLER UP HIS PANTS-LEG 


Berry-Picktr's Horrible and Probably 


Fatal Plight. 


Pottsvllle, 
Pa., July 31.—With 
an 
angry, hissing mttlesnake up the inside 
of his trouser leg, John Lenko, of 
MlnerBvllle, was frightened into uncon- 
sclousnesfi while out picking berries. 


His companions, not knowing what 
was wrong, were trying to revive him 
when the snake crawled out of Lenko's 
pants, and two of the women in the 
party became hysterical. Lenko's wife 
declares she ''saw the devil leave him." 


Lenko was bitten several times by 
the snake, and his condition is serious. 
Ho was Bitting down picking berries, 
when one of his feet disturbed 
the 
snake, which was hiding under some 
dry loaves, and in trying to find a hole, 
it crawled up I^enko's other leg before 
Jxe could arise.

England Stands By Japan. 


Washington. July 31.—Jap/vn comes 
to the Washington conference assured 
that whatever her peace terms they 
will have the -sympathcL* av.proval of 
Great 
Britahi. 
Several 
suggestions 
from Washington to I^ndon that the 
cause of iieace would be served by an 
expression to Japan from her 
ally 
favoring moderation In her demands 
upon 
Russia 
have not availed 
to 
change the British government in Its 
apparently 
inalterable 
determination 
to stand by Japan however severe she 
makes her conditions of peace. 
Nor 
has the British government se^n Its 
way clear to render 
assistance 
to 
Washington, in the efforts which this 
government is malvlng to obtain an 
armistice. Advices reaching here show 
that London Is opposed to an armis- 
tice until Japan has beeon satisfied 
that 
Russia's 
plenipotentiaries 
are 
prepared 
to do more than 
discuss 
means of ending the war; if Russia is 
ready to conclude peace and has so 
©mpowerecT 
her 
plenli>otentlarip«. 
Greet Britain, it is believed, might 
favor an ai-mlstlce, but even In such 
event It Is said she would not be will- 
ing to offer Japan advice upon tho 
subject. 


It is known that Japan will demand 
an Indemnity that will approximately 
cover the cost of the war to date. This 
was communicated to Russia early in 
tho 
preliminary 
negotiations. 
The 
amount Is still a secret, but It Is based 
upon tho most careful estimates of the 
cost of the war, and will be accom- 
panied by a more or less 
detailed 
statement 
showing 
the method 
by 
which the final figures wore computed. 
It will not fall far short of $1,000.000,- 
000, according to advices 
reaching 
here from well informed sources. Be- 
sides the indemnity. It is believed, Ja- 
pan's other essentials to the continu- 
ance of the negotiations are the cession 
to Japan of Sakhallen, of the Liao 
Tung peninsula and of the railway as 
far as Harbin; the recognition of Ja- 
pan's 
predominating 
influence 
in 
Korea, and the return of Manchuria to 
China. 


If tho Russian plenipotentiaries are 
prepared to accept these essentials, the 
officials here are confident that 
the 
bases will be laid for negotiations sure 
to lead to the signing of the treaty of 
Washington, bringing peace in the Far 
East. 


LIGHTNING KILLS SIX 


Struck 
Crowd 
V/ho Sought 
Shelter 


From Storm Under a Bath House. 
New Yorkj July 31,—During a thun- 
der stonn of terrific intensity which 
passed over New York, ftve persons 
Were struck by lightning and instantly 
killed and nine were seriously injured 
a t tbe Parkway baths, <Cojaey Island- 
At the same time one anaa was killed 
and three werij prostrated 2i.t Gravest ^ 


The intenso ..jieat .^ttractcrd 
great 


when fhe storm blew up from the 
westward 
the 
Parkw\ay boanh was 
thronged with bathers and specmtors, 
Tho rain descendod in torroMs. and 
hundreds of men, women and children 
sought 
sholter 
under tho big bath 
house, which Is elevated above tlie 
sand on piles. The lightning was in- 
cessant 
and 
terrific 
thunder 
claps- 
shook the bath house, to tho terror of 
the crowd huddled togothcr beneath it, 
A bolt struck tlie flagstaff and ground- 
ed in the very thickest of the crowd. 
Nearly 
50 persons were 
prostrated, 
and the rest, screaming with terror, 
rushed out Into the storm. 


Ambulances were summoned frorn 
all the nearest hospitals, and on thoir 
arrival five persons were found deiid 
and nine unconscious imder tho bath 
house. The bodies of all were scorched 
by the electric fluid. The nine Injured 
were removed to a hospital, "where It 
was said that some probably would 
die. Many persons loss seriously hurt 
were taken home by friends. A slight 
fire In the bath house was quickly 
extinguished by the rain. 


FAILS TO HALT 
YELLOW FEVER 


Now Orleans, Aug. 1.—New cases 
up to last night. 21; cases to dale, 302; 
deaths, 5; total deaths to date, 62; 
new foci, 5; total foci, 40. 


Of the five deatlis reported about 
three occurred In tlie emergency hos- 
pital and all five bore Italian names. 


Another case was discovered out- 
side of tho city, being that of an Ital- 
ian who leJt here a week ago with 
several others and took up his resi- 
dence In l\lorgan City. On their ar- 
rival there 
they were 
quarantined 
and one of them was taken sick four 
days ago. His case was diagnosed as 
yellow fever. 


By the end of the present week the 
authorities believe that they will be 
able to announce that the scourge can 
be eradicated before tlio coming of 
frost. Daily the system of inspection 
and report is becoming more perfect, 
and in a few xtays no more new cases 
traceabic to the original infection may 
be expected. There was no accurate 
census of the population of the Italian 
quarter when the fever broke out, and 
it is impossible to find all who e«- 
caped from that one when the pres- 
ence of the fever became known. 


Many people are still leaving Now 
Orleans, but it i^ diflicult to separate 
those who are going away on their 
usual annual vaca-tlons or on busi- 
ness from those who are seekinsr to 
get out of harm's way. The great bulk 
of the city's population is still hei'e, 
however, and apparently has decided 
t o stay until the mosquito theory is 
proved or frost comes. 


Reasonableness in the country with 
respect to quarantines Is not Increas- 
ing, as Is evidenced by a dispatch say- 
ing that Port Gibson. Miss., would ex- 
clude all freight from New Orleans. 
Other tov.'ns have taken similar ac- 
tion, and business men are apprehen- 
sive that tho quarantine Infection will 
spread, and that there will bo con- 
tinued 
contraction 
of 
territory 
In 
which New Orleans may deliver Us 
goods. 


The declaration of quarantine by 
Ixiulsiana against New Orleans has 
opened nearly the whole state to tho 
commerce of Texas and other states, 
•allowing outsiders to invade territory 
heretofore controlled by the New Or- 
leans merchants.

England Stands By Japan, 
Washington, July 31.—Jap/in comes 
to the W'ashington conference assured 
that whatever her peace terms they 
will have the 'SympatheL^ av.proval of 
Great 
Britahi.

suggestions 
from Washington to Tendon that the 
cause of peace would be served by an 
expression to Japan from her ally 
favoring moderation in her demands 
upon 
Russia 
have not availed to 
change the British government in its 
apparently inalterable determination 
to stand by Japan however severe she 
makes her conditions of peace. 
Nor 
has the British government seen its 
way clear to render 
assistance to 
Washington in the efforts which this 
çovornment is malting to obtain an 
armistice. Advices reaching here show 
that London is opposed to an armis­ 
tice until Japan has beeen satisfied 
that Russia’s 
plenipotentiaries 
are 
prepared to do more than discuss 
means of ending the war; if Russia Is 
ready to conclude peace and has so 
empowered 
her 
plenipotentiaries. 
Greet Britain, It Is believed, might 
favor an ai-mlstlce, but even in such 
event It Is said she would not be will- .| 
Ing to offer Japan advlco upon tho 
subject. 
It is known that Japan will demand 
an indemnity that will approximately 
cover the cost of tho war to date. This 
was communicated to Russia early In 
tho preliminary negotiations. 
The 
amount Is still a secret, but it Is based 
upon tho most careful estimates of the 
cost of the war, and will be accom­ 
panied by a more or less 
detailed 
statement showing the method by 
which the final figures wore computed. 
It will not fall far short of $1,000,000,- 
000, according to advices 
reaching 
here from well Informed sources. Be­ 
sides the indemnity, it is believed, Ja­ 
pan’s other essentials to the continu­ 
ance of the negotiations are the cession 
to Japan of Sakhallen, of the Liao 
Tung peninßula and of the railway as 
far as Harbin; the recognition of Ja­

Korea, and the return of Manchuria to

The lightning was in­ 
cessant and terrific thunder clape- 
shook the bath house, to tho torror of 
the crowd huddled together beneath i t 
A bolt struck tlie flagstaff and ground­ 
ed in the very thickest of the crowd. 
Nc>arly 50 persons were prostrated, 
and tho rest, screaming with torror, 
rushed ont into the storm. 
Ambulances were Bummoned from 
all the nearest hospitals, and on their 
arrival five persons were found dead 
and nine unconscious imder tho bath 
house. The bodies of all were scorched 
by the electric fluid. The nine Injured 
were removed to a hospital, w'here It 
was said that some probably would 
die. Many persons less seriously hurt 
were taken home by friends. A slight 
fire in the bath house w^as quickly 
extinguished by the rain. 


FAiLS TO HALT 
YELLOW FEVER 


New Orleans, Aug. 1.—New cases 
up to last night. 21; cases to date, 302; 
deaths, 5; total deaths to date, 62; 
new foci, 5; total foci, 46. 
Of tho five deatlis reported about 
three occurred In tlie emergency hos­ 
pital and all five bore Italian names. 
Another case was discovered out­ 
side of tho city, being that of an Ital­ 
ian who left here a week ago with 
several others and took up his resi­ 
dence in ]\lorgan City. On their ar­ 
rival there 
they were quarantined 
and one of them was taken sick four 
days ago. His case was diagnosed as 
yellow fever. 
By the end of the present week the 
authorities bellevo that they will be 
able to announce that the scourge can 
be eradicated before tlio coming of 
frost. Daily the system of inspection 
and report is becoming more perfect, 
and in a few xtays no more new cases 
traceable to the original infection may 
be expected. There was no accurate 
census of the population of the Italian 
quarter when the fever broke out, and 
it is Impossible to find all who e«- 
capod from that one when the pres­ 
ence of the fever became known. 
Many people are still leaving New 
Orleans, but it i^ difllcult to separate 
those who are going away on their 
usual annual vacations or on busi­ 
ness from those who are seeking: to 
get out of harm's way. The great bulk 
of the city’s population is still hei’e, 
however, and apparently has decided 
to stay until the mosquito theory is 
proved or frost comes. 
Reasonableness In the country with 
respect to quarantines is not increas­ 
ing, as is evidenced by a dispatch say­ 
ing that Port Gibson, Miss., would ex­ 
clude all freight from New Orleans. 
Other tov/ns have taken similar ac­ 
tion, and business men are apprehen­ 
sive that the quarantine Infection will 
spread, and that there will bo con­ 
tinued 
contraction 
of territory In 
which New Orleans may deliver Us 
goods. 
The declaration of quarantine by 
Ix)uislana against New Orleans has 
opened noarly the whole state to tho 
commerce of Texas and other states, 
allowing outsiders to invade territory 
heretofore controlled by the New Or­ 
leans merchants.

The vitality of tho gipsy caterpillar 
and its eggs proved to be extraordin­ 
ary. Voracious as it is, the caterpillar 
can starve for weeks without injury; 
it will live for days in water, and can 
endure intense cold as well as Intense 
heat. The eggs might be covered -with 
ice and snow in the forests, and yet 
would hatch in the spring, Avhiio tlioy 
Avouid take little harm from small fires 
that burned the twigs and leaves of the 
tempted to stamp tho colony out of ^roos on AA’hich they-wore. 


SHARK BAIT. 
It appears that the Hawaiian chiefs 
of some years ago wore much addicted 
to the use of human flesh as bait for 
shaiivs. 
It came cheaper than pig, 
was equally acceptable to the shark, 
and gave the chief an opportunity to 
kill any one whom ho disliked. 
The 
victim was cut up and left to decom­ 
pose for tAvo or throe days in a recepta­ 
cle. Kamehamcha I. Avas a groat shark 
hunter, and kept tliose of his victims 
Avho Avere intended for bait penned up 
noar the groat temple of ^lookini. 
Mrs. Bockloy gives a particularly in­ 
teresting account of another method 
of capturing the huge nluh., or man- 
eating shark, folloAved by the natives. 
They first of all captured a large num­ 
ber of the small common shark, saA'od 
the livers AAith a portion of the flesh, 
•^vrapped them in ki loaves and baked 
them underground.

pounded root of awa, m ixed w ith a 
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pxistenco, but finding, the next season, 
that tlipy -were more numerous, Lo 
ffavo public Avarning of Vv'hat bad bap- 
penocl, and advised the commuuity to 
be on the •svatcb. 
Ills ^Tarniug -was 
regarded as the vaporing of a balf- 
«•azy collector of ougs. 
Trouvelot left for Paris, and for some 
time nothing more "was thought of the 
gipsy niotb, though a few people no­ 
ticed that near the old Trouvelot borne 
caterpillars were plentiful, aud that 
they did some damage to foliage. From 
181)9 to 1SS9 the parent colony was ex­

At last, in 1SS9, a season arrived

out.

Had it not been for these 
energetic steps, the appalling amount 
of damage that the gipsy moth might 
have done is almost beyond imagina­ 
tion. 
It was reckoned by the authori­ 
ties that the Increase of a single pair 
of gipsy moths, if unrestricted, would 
suffice to de.stroy the entire vegetation

In the Juno of 1SS9 the plague had 
settled so heavily on Medford that the 
whole town was black with caterpil­ 
lars. All the houses were covered with 
them. 
People going into their houses 
Avere obliged first to sweep their door­ 
steps clear. 
Brooms were commonly 
left outside tho street doors for the 
use of callers. On the pavements the 
insects were so numei’ous that the 
pedestrians could slide on their cruslied 
bodies. 
The caterpillars crowded one another 
off the trees, and gathered in armies 
on the gi'ound and on the fences. They 
eutered the windows of houses, de­ 
stroying all flowering plants, and pene­ 
trated to evei’y corner, so that the peo­ 
ple were afraid to go to bed. 
They 
dropped in showers from the trees, 
while the larvae, hanging from invisi­ 
ble t’areads, brushed toe faces of those 
who passed beneath. 
In tho heat of 
the still summer nights, a sickening 
odor arose. It began to look as though 
the town must be abandoned. 
Throughout the summer tho people 
spent most of their spare time in fight­ 
ing the pest. They attacked with fire, 
water and oil, but with little .avail. 
Cartloads of bodies were removed, and 
millions of caterpillars were icliled in 
tho shell by destruction of cgg-clusters, 
each cluster containing some GOO eggs. 
But still the plague Increased, and it 
began to bo regarded as of fearful 
portent to the entire nation. 
At last a specimen of the pest was 
sent to the State Board of Agriculture, 
wiiere it was quickly identified as a 
Avell-known European scourge. A com­ 
mission was appointed, public interest 
was aroused, and an act appropriating 
some $25,000 for the exteraiination of 
the gipsy moth was passed. 
A large 
staff of men, gradually increased until 
about 100 Avere employed, Avent about 
the country, clearing away infested 
Avoods and orchards, destroying eggs 
and caterpillars. 
And so began a war that was des­ 
tined to rage fiercely for ten years, and 
to eclipse any other insect war of the 
kind ever knoAvn. 
An inspection mado by the State offi­ 
cers in lis'JO shoAved that fifty square 
miles of country were infested. 
An 
elaborate campaign Avas planned for 
the next year; §50,000 Avere appro­ 
priated to the work; the country Avas 
divided up into districts, and inspectors 
Avitli gangs of men were employed to 
fight the plague in each district. 
But 
in spite of all efforts the insects stead­ 
ily increased, until they extended over 
230 square miles of territory. 
At first an attempt Avas made to de­ 
stroy the caterpillars by spraying them 
Avith arsenic, which is fatal to the can- 
Uerworm, the tent-caterpillar and other 
insects.

HOW ICEBERGS ARE 
FORMED IN GREENLAND 


As the Glaciers Sweep Into the Sea 
They “Calve" or Throw Off These 
Mighty Chunks. 


Icebergs are 
the 
product 
of the 
Greenland glaciers and are formed by 
the thousand in the far northern fiords. 
As the glaciers sweep into the sea 
they “calve” or 
throw 
off 
miglitj' 
blocks, and tliese are what we knoAV 
as icebergs. 
Some are of stupendou.s 
dimensions. Dr. Kane’s Arctic expedi­ 
tion saw one two and a half miles long 
and two and a half miles wide aground 
in half a mile of water in Molville Bay. 
This, of course, broke up into small 
pieces in time, which sun and sea and 
tide molded into the beautiful and 
fantastic forms familiar to the Arctic 
voyager. 
As they drift south and the 
sun plays on •their facade, it melts 
them into shimmering cascades which 
leap into the sea, while below the tide 
frets them into delicate tracerie.-?. Then 
the berg gets top-heaAT, turns over and 
exliibits an absolutely new contour, 
and so the process continu«^s until they 
disappear In the Gulf Stream. 
The 
Labrador ciu’rent, Avhich carries them 
on Its bosom, extends from tlie Polar 
Sea to the south of Newfoundland, an 
oceanic river 2000 miles long and 100 
wide, and generously bejeweled with 
these gorgeous creations; and, as an 
Irreverent tourist remarked last sum­ 
mer, they represent enough cold stor­ 
age to put the Ice trust o\it of business 
and give eA'ery American citizen a re­ 
frigerator stock of his own.—McCluve’,'! 
Magazine.

In a recent speech delivered before 
the Newspaper Society in London, 
Winston Churchill, M, P., said that 
wliile noAvspaper machinery cA'ery day 
expanded, the men who did the work 
seemed to him to have sunk somewhat 
into the background in our great social 
hierarchy, 
It was not so in France. 
In many Avays the press of France was 
Infei‘ior to ours, but tJiere AA'ere power­ 
ful individual journalists in France as 
there were not In England—men who 
wielded a power in directing the course 
of the policy of their country jnuch 
greater than that wielded by the aver­ 
age member of the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties. It Avas a great pity that indh’Id- 
ual journalists had not the same in* 
fliience at home. It Avas certainly not 
because we did not possess writers of 
equal capacity. He ventured to think 
that anonymity had a great deal to do 
with it. If more articles were signed, 
individual journalists Avould acquire a 
greater weight and authority iju 
politics of the country.

The census reports compiled by the 
Government in 1900, before the agita- 
tion regarding the "beef trust" bepiu.

Judge Taylor, for the first time by 
any Federal Judge, has decided that 
the practice of splitting bills is a crime. 
In 
defending three Greeks 
charged 
M'ith splitting bills. Attorneys 
Mat- 
thews and Billman set up the novel 
defense that it was no crime to pasto 
the back of a one-dollar bill upon the 
back of a five-dollar bill, Inasmuch as 
the splitting of the 
bills 
destroyed 
their value as money. 
In his decision 
Judge Ta^'lor found that splitting bills 
constituted .an alteration of the money 
against which the Federal 
statutes 
specifically provide. 
The jury found

land. Tbe coiupetltion of cheap water 
iransportation from Maine to all points 
along tbe Xew En^iland coast keeps 
railroad freight ratos on these pota- 
lof^s always at a very low level. 


Potatoes aro also a considerable out- 
put of the truck farms of Michigan, 
their normal market being obtainwl iu 
and tlirongh Detroit and Chicago aud 
vihrv communities of that region. 


Xol many years a*go favoring sun and 
rains brought a tremendous yield of 
potatoes from the Michigan Holds. 
At 
normal rates and prices there would 
have been a glut of the customary mar- 
kets and tbe potatoes would have rot* 
tnd on the farms. 
To help the potato 
growers the railroads from Michigan 
made unpreccdontedly 
low rates on 
polalops to every reachable 
market, 
even carrying thom in large quantities 
to a place so remote as Boston. 
The 
Aroostook growers had to reduce the 
I rice on their potatoes and even then 
could not dispose of them unless the 
Boston & Maine llalU'oad reduced its 
already low rate, Avhich it did. 
By 
moans of these low rates, making pos- 
sible low prices, the potato crops of 
both Michigan and Maine were iinally, 
marketed. 
Everybody eats potatoes, 
and that year everybody had all the 
potatoes he Avanted. 


AVhilo the Michigan railroads made 
rates that would have been ruinous to 
the railroads» had they been applied to 
the movement of ail potatoes at all 
times. 10 all places, tbey hcliiod their 
patrons to Gud markets for them. The 
Boston 
Maine Bailroad suffered a de- 
crease in its revenue from potatoes, 
but it enabled the Aroostook farmers 
to market their crop and thereby to 
tibtain money which they spent for 
the varied supplies which the 
rail- 
roads brought to them. 
If the making 
of ratos were subject to Governmental 
adjustment such radical and prompt 
action could never have been taken, 
bccauso it is well established that if a 
rate be once reduced by a railroad 
company it cannot bo restored through 
ihe rod tape of Governmental proced- 
ure. 
U the Michigan railroads aud the 
Boston & Maine Kallroad had 
been 
subjected to Governmental 
limitation 
ihcy would have felt obliged to keep 
up thoir rates as do the railroads of 
France and England and Germany un- 
der (lovernniculai iimitatiou aud let 
the potatoes rot.-Kxchange.

Judge Taylur, for the first time by 
any Fedex'al Judge, has decided that 
the practice of splitting bills Is a crime. 
In defending three Greeks charged 
with splitting bills, Attorneys Mat­ 
thews and Blllman set up the novel 
defense that it was no crime to pasto 
the back of a one-dollar bill upon the 
back of a iive-dollar bill. Inasmuch as 
the splitting of the 
bills 
destroyed 
their value as money. In his decision 
Judge Taylor found that splitting bills 
constituted ,an alteration of the money 
against which the Federal statutes 
speclflcally provide. 
The jury found 
one of the Greeks, William Mlhataka* 
ponías, guilty of splitting one-dollar 
and five-dollar bills, and Judge Taylor 
sentenced him to five years In the peni­ 
tentiary. Two other Greeks were ac­

l.rt ''vgciy in Boston and the adjacent 
U i' kly settled regions of New Eng­ 
land. The competition of cheap water 
iransportatlon from Maine to all points 
along the New Ki\gland coast keeps 
railroad freight rates on these pota* 
toes always at a very low level. 
I'otatoes are also a considerable out­ 
put of tho truck farms of Michigan, 
I heir normal market being obfaine<l iu 
and through Detroit and Chicago and 
vihrv communities of that region. 
Not many years ago favoring sun and 
rains brought a tremendous yield of 
potatoes from the Michigan fields. At 
normal rates and prices there would 
have been a glut of thè customary mar­ 
kets and the potatoes would have rot* 
ted Olì the farms. 
To help thè potato 
glowers the railroads from Michigan 
made unprecedentodly low rates on 
potatoes to every reachable market, 
even carrying them in largo quantities 
to a place so remote as Boston. 
Tho 
Aroostook growers had to reduce the 


1 rice on their potatoes and even then 
could not dispose of them unless the 
Boston & Maine Uailroad reduced its 
already low rate, which it did. 
By 
means of these low rates, making pos­ 
sible low prices, the potato crops of 
both Michigan and Maine were finally, 
marketed. 
Everybody eats potatoes, 
and that year everybody had all the 
potatoes he wanted. 
AVhile the Michigan railroads made 
rates that would have been ruinous to 
the railroads, had they been applied to 
the movement of all potatoes at all 
times, to all places, they helped their 
patrons to find inarkets for them. The 
Boston 
Maine Uailroad suffered a de­ 
crease in its revenue from potatoes, 
but it enabled tho Aroostook farmers 
to maricet their crop and thereby to 
obtain money which they spent for 
the varied supplies which the rail­ 
roads brought to them. If the making 
of rates were subject to Governmental 
adjustment such radical and prompt 
action could never have been taken, 
bccause it is well established that if a 
rate be onco reduced by a railroad 
company it cannot bo restored through 
the red-tape ol! (Jovernmental proced­ 
ure. If the Michigan railroads and the 
Boston & .Maine Uailroad had been 
subjected to Governmental limitation 
they Avould have felt obliged to keep 
up the4r rates as do the railroads of 
France and ICngland and Germany un­ 
der (iovernnn‘ntai ‘Imitation and let 
the potatoes rot.-ICxchange.
